1. AT POLITICAL COMMITTEE MEETING JANUARY 29 ITALIAN POLAD 
REFERRED TO NORTH ATLANTIC OCEAN STATIONS CONFERENCE SCHEDULED 
FOR FEBRUARY 18 TO MARCH 1 IN GENEVA TO REACH NEW AGREEMENT ON 
MAINTENANCE OF OCEAN METEOROLOGICAL STATIONS IN THE NORTH ATLANTIC. 
THE CONFERENCE IS UNDER UN AUSPICES AND ALL WORLD METEOROLOGICAL 
ORGANIZATION MEMBERS WILL BE INVITED, INCLUDING EAST EUROPEAN 
COUNTRIES. 

2. ITALIAN REP RECALLED THAT IN 1969 THE USSR ASKED TO PARTICIPATE
